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4 COMPARISON. 


The letter to Bradford, Ontario, news- 
paper from a Dakota settler which appears 
elsewhere in this issue is worthy of special 
notice in several points. In the first place 
it contains an admission of the ill success 
that has attended the cfforts of the settlers 
in that region during the past few years, 
and it is not written by a grumbler either. 
The ideas expressed, that because only a line 
Of law divides Manitoba from Dakota there 
can be ho great difference in the natural 
advantages of the two, regions, aud that be 
cause Dakota is the further south it must 
have an advantage in climate over Manitoba, 
are #0 plausible on the surface that asa rule 
they are taken for granted by persons unac- 

uainted, with the facts, and there ig very 
little, doubt that the plausibility of these 
ideas laid before the Canadian public by 
active United States immigrution agents 
Ve many of them Canadians—-has been a great 
influence in drawing the overflow of rn 
Canada during the past ten yeargto Dagota 
75 in preference lo Manitoba. 

As to similarity: It is of course admitteq; 
that 9s only a parallel of latitude divides the 
two regions there cannot be much difference 
between the two at the point. where they 
join. But on the other hand it must also be 
admitted that taking into account the whole 
extent of Dakota aud of the Canadian North - 
west there is room for vast differences in 
natural conditions between N Beo- 
tions of such a great area, ore is room 
tor the difference between the hich, dry, 
cyclone and blizzard swept plains ol South- 
ern Dakota and the low lying sheltered 
marshes around the southern and western 
shores of Lakes Winnipeg and Manitoba. 
There is room for the difference between the 
bare plains where a twig as large as an 
ox gad is not found in hundreds of square 
miles as in Dakota and the heavy and widely 
extended spruce and poplar forests of Lake 
Winnipeg and the Saskatchewan, There is 
room for the difference between the clayey, 
Kravelly or sandy soil of central and southern 
Dakota and the three feet depth of black 
mould in which the Manitoba portion ofthe 
Red river valley and the Edmonton district 
of the Saskatchewan region rejoice. There 
is room for the difference between an average 
production of fifteen bushels of wheat to the 
acre for ten years as in Dakota and the aver- 
age production of 30 bushelgto the acre for 
thirty or forty years as in Manitoba. Going 
north from the; international boundary the 
country becomes lower, the water better and 
more abundant, the rainfall greater,the timber 
more plentiful, the soil deeper, the grass 
richer and the earth, more productive, until 
ut last a region of forest, lake and swamp is 
reached, just as going south the country be- 

nes more elevated, the soll lighter, the 
timber. scaroer, the country more stibject to 
summer and winter storms, the water more 
difficult to reach and of poorer quality, the 
rainfall scantier, and the snow. of winter 
evaporating leaving less and less moisture 
in the land until the Great American Desert 
is reached, where successful agriculture is 
impossible, 

The supposition that because Dakota is 
further south it must have the advantage in 
climate over Manitoba and the Northwest has 
as little foundation in theory as infact. The 
person whoargued that because the British 
islands are further north than Newfoundland 
they must have a less favorable climate 
would be a fool, and the person who argued 
that because the desert of Sahara is further 
south than Greece or Italy it must havea 
better climate would be a still greater fool. 
Victoria, British Columbia, is considerably 
further north than the city of Quebec, but 
has a far milder climate, and Dakota itselt, 
which isfurther north than Wong, oer 
tainly haga better climate than that terri- 
wry. This shows that there is absolutely 
nothing inthe argument, even as an angu- 
ment, Elevation abowe the sea. and the 
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’ lation to comparatir 
temperature of any denne as well as the 

; nothing of the eufficiency of 
rainfall and suitability of soil necessary to 
render the favorable temperature of profita. 
ble avcount. Leaving argument or theory 
out of the question, however, the actual fact 
is, as established by ten successive years of 
comparative experience,that however nearly 
the climate of that part of Manitoba which 
immediately adjoins that state resembles that 
ofthe part of Dakota which it adjoins, the 
average climate of the whole of Manitoba 
and the Northwest is more favorable to 
human life and health, and therefore plea- 
sure—and also more favorable to agricultural 
success than the average climate of the whole 
of Dakota.

Dear Sirn.—As we are w vy readers of 
the 8. 8. News I hope you will allow me 
space to say a few words in behalf of this 
down trodden part of God's vinyard called 
„Dakota“ I have a pretty idea of the 
prejudice of the people in your locality 
against this State, and who could .wonder at 
at it when their winds are poisoned by such 
pieces as we have been r ng all winter in 
the Canadian papers. I think if newspapers 
are to be relied on as news, bringer they 
ought to adhere to the truth as closely as 
ible: Those loud warnings that we have 
een reading, to Canadians advising them to 
go to Manitoba if they wish tolive and thrive 
rather than to Minnesota and Dakota to 
starve, must have been written by some 
person that knew very Jittle about either 
country. As far as I can learn the quality 
of the land is about the same in both places 
and the climate is not very different as there 
is only a line of Law dividing the countries 
and Dakota has the advantage. as it is the 
more southern. And as to the land laws we 
have a decided ad vantage over our Canadian 
friends, ou account of the immense num- 
ber of sections and blocks and . townships in 
Manitoba that are kept by the government 
and railway companies, and these are all 
mixed in among the free. grant land so that 
it keeps settlers years.and years a, great dis- 
tance apart, I know parties out there that 
have heen living on the same claim this last 
eight or nine Fan and have only one neigh- 
bor inside of ten miles. Now this part of 
North Dakota that we are living in has not 
been more than seven or eight years and 
there was a lot of the country around Bottin- 
eau squatted on a year before it came into 
market. I do not think there is any fear of 
an energetic person starving out here as 
there has never been a total failure all over 
State and if the crop should failin our own 

neighborhood we can go to where the cro 
are good and earn enough to be independent 
of charity anyway. And as for Prairie fires, 
the people are wholly to blame for that as it 
has. been a law here since a number of years 
that any man who kept a fire guard two rods 
wide ploughed around his property was ex. 
empt from taxes. Sol think that ought to 
be encouragement enough irrespective of 
the safety of his property. If the Manitoba 
pene are not such heavy logers as the 
ota people are this last year; it is because 
they do not farm so extensively, If they 
haveabout forty acres broken on a quarter 
section they are quite satisfied, so they could 
not be expected to either Jose or gain like a 
person that would have in f 
to, two hundred acres of wheat, 1 guess 1 
am taking up to much of your valuable 
space, but before closing I must say I will 
have to see another poor crop here before I 
will leave for Ontario, as there are too many 
there now working for nothing and payin;

He would not discuss the 
ordinances passed at length, but would be 
glad to answer any questions that might be 
put regarding them, The ordinance requir- 
ing the istration of hire receipt notes was 
anew and important provision and had been 
objected to strongly by machinery manufac. 
turers. These hire receipt notes were of the 
same effect ae a chattel mortgage, and the 
assetnbly considered that the protection 
afforded the public by the registration of 
chattel mortgages should be extended to 
these similar instruments. The administra- 
tion of justice ordinance had been amended 
with a view of reducing the costs of petty 
law cases. He could not vouch for the suc- 
cess of the attempt made to reduce these 
costs, but he was entirely in sympathy with 
the object. The action of the assembly in 
regard tothe dual language question, the 
separate school question and the 1 of 
the control of the finances of the Territories 


brought up in 
any more than if it had been bro 
regarding any other matter connec wit 
the government of the Northwest. What 
the assembly might, could, would, or should 
have done in this matter had it deen brought 
upin another form he was not prepa to 
say.

and given rise to stronger criticizms of its 
action than all the ordinances that had been 
Representing a mixed constituency 

where a large proportion of the electors 
were articularly interested in the first two 
uestions it was necessary that he should 
efine exactly the course of the assembly in 
regard to these matters, and his own course 
as well, and define itin such a way that the 
same explanation could be given in all parts 
of the constitaency and to all sections of the 
electors. He did not desire to receive credit 
from one section of the electors for having 
acted the part of a fanatic, and he hoped he 
would not be condemned by another section 
as having actedthe part of a bigot. Both 
these matters were beyond the control 
of the “assembly at present and the 
most that body could do was to express an 
opinion regarding them or ask for control of 
them. Regarding the language question: 
The law at present provided that Either the 
English or the French language may be used 
by any person in the debates of the legisla- 
tive assembly of the Territories, and in the 
proceedings before the courts, and both 
these languages shall be used in the records 
and journals of the assemblx, and all ordin- 
ances shall be printed in both these lan- 
guages.” What was asked was that the law 
be amended by striking out this provision, 
not thereby prohibiting the use of the French 
language in the courts, in thefassembly or in 
the records, but leaving it to ‘the discretion 
of the assembly to decide when it should and 
should uot be used in the courts and in 
the assembly and particularly what public 
documents and how many of them should 
be printed in French. He had not been in 
favor of bringing the matter up in the assem- 
bly forthe reason that the assembly could 
only express its opinion in the matter, and 
could do nothing; and because it would tend 
to make divisions among the people of the 
Territories at a time when it was particularly 
necessary that they should be united on 
matters of greater and more pressing materi- 
al interest. But other members haying 
taken the responsibility of bringing the 
matter up he could not and did not desire 
to shirk a vote on it. Those who elected 
him had to come forward and cast an open 
vote, taking chances of all cousequences, and 
they expectedShim to do the samc. He felt 
the difficulty of the position keenly, having 
been honored with the support ofa large 
number of the French speaking electors.. On 
examining the matter closely he found that 
every year a large amount of the public 
money was spent in translating and printing 
in the French language documents that were 
never distributed; that did no one any good. 
He felt that he could not justify this waste of 
the public money to either Frenchor English 
constituents, for it was the money of both, 
and the interest of both demended that it be 
Spent to advantage and not uselessly; and 
while he recognized the place which French 


to assessments of such rates as they impose 
upon themselves in respect thercof.” The 
Northwest assembly unanimously — with 
perhaps one exception—desired that the 
section should be amended to read rene 
“The lieutenant-governor in council shall 
pass all necessary ordinances in respect of 
education.” : 

The greater part of the late session had 
been taken up by the struggle for control of 
the public funds of the territories by the 
representatives of the people instead of by the 
representative of the federal government— 
the lieutenant governor—as at resent, 
This it seemed to him was the most import- 
ant question that could come before the 
assembly,asthecontrol of the money involved 
the control of everything else. Without the 
control of the money many of the most 
necessary ordinances passed by the asgembly 
could only be given effect as the lieutenant 
governor pleased. This wasa condition of 
affairs unsatisfactory tothe representatives 
and equally so to their constituents. It was 
the first principle of government under the 
British system that those who paid the taxes 
—that is the people—should have the dis- 
posal of the revenues,and until the people 
of the Northwest were placed in that position 
they were not being accorded their full 
rights as British subjects and Canadian 
citizens. The majority of the assembly took 
strong ground on this question. They had 
been under the impression that the control 
which they demanded was accorded them, 
and they did notfeel disposed to submit 
tamely to its withdrawal. In order to define 
their position most clearly—to make the 
strongest protest they possibly could—they 
refused to vote for the distribution of that 
portion of the public money of which it 
was admitted they had control. By this 
action they said in effect. We have de- 
manded as our right the full control of the 
public funds. If we cannot have the control 
of all we will not accept the control of an 
and will meet our constituents empty hand- 
ed,in the full belief that although empty hand- 
ed they will still support us inthe demand we 
have made.” This was a very serious step to 
take, a very serious responsibility to assume 
but it was taken after full consideration of 
the question in all its bearings, and in the 
full belief that it was necessary in order to 
bring the question of control to a settlement, 
Although they were not afraid to meet their 
constituents empty handed the executive 
was evidently afraid to have them do so, for 
they had not returned from Regina many 
weeks before they were informed that the 
funds for public works would be placed at their 
disposal as before. The point of responsible 
contro) for which they contended was still 
ungranted, but the fightfor it had been 
commenced and would be kept up until sue. 
cess was attained, and in the meantime it 
was a satisfaction to know that the people 
had not lost a cent by the fight having been 
mad
